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Your  Alumni  Association 

The  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia  was  founded  in  1889  by  a  group  of  dedicated 
almuni.  This  was  a  loosely-knit  organization  who  served  its  alma  mater  well.  With  the  passage  of  the  years  more 
and  more  of  you  exhibited  an  interest  in  your  association.  At  a  meeting  held  on  May  21,  1943,  the  committee 
of  Richmond  almuni,  who  represented  graduates  from  all  schools  and  representatives  from  the  College,  voted  to 
recommend  to  the  executive  committee  that  an  alumni  fund  be  established.  Dr.  W.  Henry  Street,  who  served  as 
secretary,  reported  at  a  meeting  held  on  September  18,  1943,  that  he  had  talked  with  Mr.  Murray  McGuire,  attor- 
ney and  past  president  of  the  alumni  fund  of  the  University  of  Virginia,  who  recommended  that  our  alumni  fund 
should  be  chartered.  Other  experts  agreed.  Under  a  plan  of  this  kind,  the  Alumni  Association  would  have  a  right 
to  our  property.  If  the  fund  operated  under  the  College  charter,  the  Board  of  Visitors  would  have  to  pass  on  the 
expenditure  of  all  money.  The  Alumni  Association  saw  the  merits  of  this  plan  and  on  the  13th  day  of  December, 
1943,  the  certificate  of  incorporation  was  granted  by  the  State  Corporation  Commission. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  J.  Curtis  Nottingham  and  recommended  by  Mr.  E.  Claiborne  Robins,  a  dues  basis 
for  membership  was  recommended  on  January  4,  1952.  The  motion  to  change  to  a  dues  system  was  carried  unan- 
imously. In  a  recent  study  of  the  advisability  of  a  dues  system  over  an  alumni  fund,  authorities  in  the  field  con- 
tend that  the  dues  system  brings  about  greater  participation  from  alumni.  (Receipts  from  6,800  alumni  had  been 
$17,476  in  1951  with  1,061  giving,  or  17%,  this  in  the  last  year  of  the  Alumni  Fund.  In  1964,  under  the  dues 
system,  of  the  9,015  alumni,  2757  contributed  $30,305  or  31%  £ave.) 

In  1955,  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association,  the  president,  Mr.  J.  Curtis  Nottingham,  proposed 
the  following  resolution : 

"WHEREAS,  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  as  it  is  now  organized,  has  in  the 
past,  does  now,  and  will  undoubtedly  continue  in  the  future  to  render  desirable  and  beneficial  services  to  the  Col- 
lege, students,  and  alumni,  and 

"WHEREAS,  many  alumni  associations  are  under  direct  control  of  their  college  administration  rather  than  an 
autonomous  body  such  as  ours, 

"NOW,  THEREFORE  LET  IT  BE  RESOLVED,  that  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia at  its  annual  meeting  on  May  30,  1955,  does  hereby  affirm  its  intention  of  remaining  an  organization,  separate 
and  distinct  from  any  other,  working  in  cooperation  with  the  College  and  supporting  it  in  every  feasible  manner, 
but  its  actions  are  to  be  at  the  direction  of  this  body  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  only,  and 

"BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  shall  be  the  continuing  policy  of  the  Association  until  it  is  reversed 
or  modified  at  a  subsequent  annual  meeting." 

This  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

In  1965,  the  Certificate  of  Incorporation  of  the  Alumni  Association  was  revised  and  issued  on  the  22nd  day  of 
September,  1965.  Article  II  of  the  charter  states:  "The  corporation  is  organized  and  operated  exclusively  for  charita- 
ble, literary,  and  educational  purposes.  No  part  of  its  net  earnings  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  director,  officer, 
or  other  individual,  and  it  shall  not  engage  in  carrying  on  propaganda  or  otherwise  attempting  to  influence  legisla- 
tion, or  participate,  or  intervene  in  (including  the  publishing  of  statements)  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of 
any  candidate  for  public  office.  The  principal  purpose  of  the  corporation  (within  the  foregoing  limitations)  is  to 
foster  a  spirit  of  loyalty  and  fraternity  among  the  graduates  and  former  students  of  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia 
and  to  bring  about  concerted  action  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  College,  and  in  seeking:  "To  preserve  and  re- 
store health — to  seek  the  cause  and  cure  of  diseases — to  educate  those  who  will  serve  humanity." 

Today  these  policies  are  still  in  force.  The  pages  to  follow  attempt  to  depict  to  you  how  your  alumni  association 
serves  you  and  your  alma  mater.

John  Mortimer  Hughes 


How  is  it  best  to  describe  our  Man  of 
the  Hour — this  man  of  many  talents  and 
achievements?  Shall  we  begin  with  his 
service  to  dentistry?  The  list  is  long  and 
impressive.  Since  graduation  in  1908 
from  the  University  College  of  Medicine, 
he  has  served  as  instructor  or  professor 
in  many  ways:  as  lecturer  on  crown  and 
bridge  work,  University  College  of  Medi- 
cine, sessions  1910-1913;  professor  of 
crown  and  bridge  work,  session  191 3 - 
1914;  professor  of  crown  and  bridge  work 
and  instructor  in  prosthetic  and  crown  and 
bridge  technic,  session  1914-1915;  profes- 
sor of  ethics,  jurisprudence,  and  eco- 
nomics, session  1915-1916;  secretary  of 
dental  faculty,  sessions  1913-1916,  Med- 
ical College  of  Virgina;  as  secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Dentistry  from  his 
appointment  in  1926  by  Governor  Harry 
Flood  Byrd  to  1965,  these  39  years  of 
service  are  the  longest  service  of  any 
state  secretary;  as  president  of  the  Rich- 
mond Dental  Society  in  1916  and  1926; 
as  president  of  the  Virginia  State  Dental 
Association,  1951;  and  president  of  the 
National    Board    of    State    Examiners    in 


1952. 

Doctor  Hughes  was  awarded  an  honor- 
ary doctor  of  laws  degree  in  June  by  the 
Medical  College  of  Virginia.  He  has 
always  been  active  in  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation and  served  as  president  in  1919- 
1920. 

Joining  the  Richmond  Light  Infantry 
Blues  Battalion  in  1911,  he  was  commis- 
sioned a  first  lieutenant  in  the  Dental 
Corps,  National  Guard  of  Virginia,  in 
July,  1917,  and  accepted  a  federal  com- 
mission in  August  of  that  year.  In  June, 
1918,  Doctor  Hughes  was  appointed  divi- 
sion dental  surgeon,  29th  Division,  and 
was  promoted  to  major  during  his  service 
overseas. 

Among  his  avocations  are  fox-hunting 
and  gardening.  Doctor  Hughes  served  as 
Master  of  the  Fox  Hounds  of  the  Deep 
Run  Hunt  Club  from  1934-1945  and 
from  1948-1950.  This  very  year,  his  gar- 
den in  Goochland  County,  which  he  cul- 
tivates himself,  produced  a  bumper  crop 
of  vegetables.

Dr.  John  Buxton  Todd 

The  loss  of  Dr.  John  Buxton  Todd,  M'32,  of  Newport  News,  Virginia,  who  died 
on  August  19,  1965,  will  continue  to  be  felt  in  many  circles.  In  whatever  he  under- 
took, he  gave  wholly  of  himself  for  the  betterment  of  that  enterprise.  We  in  the 
Alumni  Association  will  miss  him  sorely  for  his  wise  counsel  as  a  member  of  our 
board. 

Doctor  Todd  was  an  outstanding  athelete  both  in  Newport  News  High  School 
and  the  College  of  William  and  Mary,  where  he  was  rated  by  many  the  greatest 
three-sport  atheletes  the  College  ever  produced.  He  was  captain  of  the  W  and  M 
football  team  for  two  years,  coached  there  for  three  years,  and  officiated  at  football 
games  in   the  Southern  Conference  until  three  years  ago. 

Dr.  Cyril  R.  Mirmelstein,  D'42,  writes  of  Doctor  Todd: 

"Through  the  years  John  became  one  of  the  outstanding  men  in  dentistry  in  Vir- 
ginia. While  serving  in  many  capacities  in  professional  organizations,  he  rendered  in- 
spired leadership  and  was  instrumental  in  formulating  policies.  He  played  an  important 
role  in  building  his  local  organization,  the  Peninsula  Dental  Society,  into  a  strong  and 
active  component  of  the  Virginia  State  Dental  Association.  He  filled  every  elective 
office  with  dignity  and  courage.  He  also  was  chairman  of  the  Executive  Council  of 
the  State  Association  and  was  for  many  years  chairman  of  the  budget  committee.  As 
president  of  the  State  Association,  he  was  an  accomplished  and  respected  leader.  John 
was  a  fellow  of  the  American  College  of  Dentists.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
in  his  second  term  on  the  State  Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  of  which  he  was  the 
vice-president. 

"Always  he  accepted  new  tasks  with  enthusiasm  and  performed  his  duties  with 
dedication  and  in  a  manner  that  measured  up  to  the  highest  standards.  John  was  a  man 
who  gave  much  and  asked  little  through  many  years  of  devoted  service.  To  know 
him  was  to  respect  him;  to  remember  him  is  to  recall  those  qualities  of  character 
which  have  always  been  the  mark  of  our  finest  men."

Thomas  Dewey  Davis,  M'21,  of  Rich- 
mond, Virginia,  was  made  emertius  pro- 
fessor of  clinical  medicine  on  July  1, 
1965,  having  been  on  the  faculty  of  the 
Medical  College  since  1922.  He  has 
served  his  college  and  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation with  devotion.  Doctor  Davis  was 
treasurer  of  the  Alumni  Association  from 
1936-1940  and  president  in   1941-41. 

As  we  checked  our  files,  we  found  an 
article  that  Doctor  Davis  had  written  for 
the  Skull  and  Bones  on  November  30, 
1 94  5 .  What  he  had  to  say  twenty  years 
ago  could  not  be  more  apropos  today.  His 
words  exemplify  his  dedication: 

"It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have 
a  small  part  in  the  teaching  of  each  medi- 
cal class  since  the  session  of  1922  and  it 
is  with  real  pleasure  that  I  meet  these 
individuals  in  my  travels  and  discuss  the 
years  gone  by  and  the  good  old  days  at 
the  Medical  College  of  Virginia.  I  hope 
this  teaching  experience  for  me  can  be 
continued  indefinitely,  because  teaching 
necessitates  continuous  postgraduate  study 
in  order  to  be  able  to  deliver.  One  cannot 
afford  to  become  stagnant  in  the  face  of 
fresh  young  minds. 

"I  come  now  to  the  part  of  MCV  that 
perhaps  has  meant  more  to  me  than  any 
of  my  other  activities  at  the  College.  That 
is  the  Alumni  Association.  It  has  been 
my  privilege  to  be  closely  associated  with 
this  organization,  as  a  member,  and 
through  various  offices,  including  the 
presidency.  During  this  period  I  have 
seen  it  grow  from  a  loosely-formed  group 
to  the  present  organized  force,  with 
interest  generally,  financial  backing,  and 
possibilities  of  important  influence  on 
the  future  operation  of  the  college.  This 
is  as  it  should  be.  A  group  of  5,000 
individuals  banded  together  in  common 
cause  can  be  of  tremendous  help  to  an 
institution  such  as  ours."

Campus  News 


Late  last  spring,  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  officials  outlined  a  multi-million 
dollar,  proposed  capital  outlay  program 
for  the  next  several  biennia  to  the  Gover- 
nor's Advisory  Board  on  the  Budget. 

The  Medical  College's  proposed  capital 
outlay  program,  parts  of  which  reach  into 
the  1970-1972  biennium,  is  fraught  with 
plans  for  major  new  buildings  and  addi- 
tions around  the  30-acre  MCV  campus. 
The  proposed  buildings,  however,  are  but 
tangible  reflections  of  the  continuing 
growth  of  the  Medical  College's  educa- 
tional and  service  activities. 

Highlights  of  the  proposed  program 
presented  in  May  to  the  Governor's  Ad- 
visory Board  include: 

Construction  of  a  four-floor  addition  to 
Wood  Memorial  building,  the  school  of 
dentistry  building;  an  addition  and  ex- 
tension of  the  medical  educational  build- 
;ng;  a  major  addition  to  McGuire  Hall, 
the  school  of  pharmacy  building;  conver- 
sion of  the  Civil  War  Centennial  building 
into  a  student  center  and  gymnasium- 
auditorium  facility;  and  construction  of  a 
major  hospital  facility. 

Important  on  the  list  of  requests  for 
the  1966-68  biennium  is  the  one  for  the 
conversion  of  the  Civil  War  Centennial 
building  into  a  student  activities  facility 
for  MCV. 

The  Centennial  building  was  originally 
built  on  the  MCV  campus  with  the 
understanding  that  it  would  revert  to  the 
Medical  College  after  the  Civil  War 
Centennial  observance  period  for  per- 
manent use  by  MCV. 

A  new  floor  will  be  added  within  the 
building,  as  will  a  one-story  addition  that 
will  be  connected  to  the  existing  structure. 
When  converted,  the  building  will  pro- 
vide facilities  for  recreation,  additional 
food  services,  professional  meetings,  and 
student  organizations. 

Adjacent  to  the  student  activity  build- 
ing, a  gymnasium  will  be  erected  pro- 
viding a  regulation  size  basketball  court, 
which  can  be  used  for  two  intramural  type 
games  simultaneously,  handball  and 
squash  courts,  and  dressing  rooms  for  men 
and  women.  The  total  request  for  the 
centennial  center  conversion  and  funds 
to  supplement  those  now  available  for 
the  gymnasium,  amount  to  5520,000. 

The  second  priority  project  on  MCV's 
capital  outlay  request  for  the  1966-68 
biennium  is  for  Si, 766, 000  in  State  ap- 
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propriations  to  go  toward  construction  of 
a  major  addition  to  the  dental  school 
building,  or  Wood  Memorial  Building. 
The  total  estimated  cost  for  the  addition 
is  $3,532,000. 

At  present,  space  is  a  critical  problem 
in  the  dental  school  building,  which  was 
completed  just  a  little  more  than  a  decade 
ago.  Equipment  and  teaching  techniques 
have  emerged  within  the  past  10  years, 
however,  that  were  either  unknown  or 
unavailable  when  the  present  building 
was  occupied. 

Future  programs  at  the  school  will  de- 
pend in  great  measure  on  the  availability 
of  an  additional  building  for  dental  ed- 
ucation and  research.  One  such  program 
will  include  training  programs  for  dental 
auxiliary  personnel — personnel  for  which 
there  is  currently  a  pressing  need. 

The  proposed  85,000  square-foot  ad- 
dition to  the  Wood  Memorial  Building 
would  be  erected  just  east  of  the  present 
facility.  It  would  include  space  for  a 
variety  of  dental  laboratories  and  offices, 
for  training  dental  auxiliary  personnel,  for 
demonstration  clinics  conducted  for  closed 
circuit  television  instruction,  and  an  as- 
sembly room  for  students  and  faculty. 

Medical  College  planners  also  requested 
$864,110  to  go  toward  additions  to  the 
Medical  Education  Building  and  $300,000 
in  planning  money  for  a  future  l'i-floor 
extension  to  this  facility. 

The  more  immediate  additions  would 
consist  of  adding  two  floors  to  the  build- 
ing's west  wing,  and  three  floors  to  the 
east  wing — at  a  total  estimated  cost  of 
Si, 728, 220. 

These  additional  floors  would  provide 
space  for  special  kinds  of  laboratory  units 
for  medical  students.  These  units  are  de- 
signed to  fit  in  more  harmoniously  with 
the  new  medical  curriculum  that  has  been 
introduced. 

The  extension  of  the  medical  education 
building  is  intended,  broadly,  to  provide 
space  and  facilities  to  meet  the  increasing 
and  growing  demands  for  a  modern  medi- 
cal school.  Medical  College  officials  have 
scheduled  a  capital  outlay  request  for 
$2,801,500 — one-half  the  estimated  total 
cost  for  the  proposed  facility — in  the 
1968-70  biennium. 

F'fth  on  the  priority  list  of  MCV's 
1966-68  biennium  capital  outlay  request  is 
a  continuation  education  building — a  four- 


story  structure  that  would  be  a  center  for 
continuation  education  in  the  health 
sciences.  The  request  is  for  Si, 000,000; 
the  total  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is 
$3,000,000. 

This  building,  as  envisioned  by  MCV 
planners,  could  serve  as  a  central  facility 
devoted  to  bringing  new  discoveries,  diag- 
nostic tools,  therapy  and  the  like  to  prac- 
titioners in  the  various  health  sciences. 
From  such  a  center,  educational  programs 
could  be  carried  to  all  communities  in 
Virginia,  with  better  health  care  being  a 
result. 

Such  a  center  devoted  entirely  to  the 
health  sciences  would  be  the  first  of  its 
kind  in  the  nation,  and  could  serve  as  a 
model  for  other  regions  to  follow. 

A  major  addition  to  McGuire  Hall,  the 
home  of  MCV's  pharmacy  school,  is 
listed  in  the  Medical  College's  1970-72 
biennium  capital  outlay  request — a  proj- 
ect for  which  the  total  estimated  cost  is 
$1,380,000. 

The  project  would  add  about  43,000 
square  feet,  in  a  five-floor  structure,  to 
McGuire  Hall  along  the  Clay  Street  side 
of  the  block.  In  recent  years,  the  demands 
on  the  pharmacy  school's  operations — not 
only  from  the  pharmacy  school  program, 
but  from  instruction  in  chemistry  and 
biology  to  nursing  students  as  well — have 
greatly  increased.  It  is  estimated  that  nurs- 
ing enrollment  will  increase  by  another  50 
percent  in  the  next  decade  and  graduate 
student  enrollment  in  pharmacy  will  in- 
crease by  300  percent. 

Hence,  a  considerable  expansion  of 
space  will  be  needed  to  accommodate 
these  increased  enrollments  and  the  faculty 
that  will  be  required.  The  proposed  addi- 
tion to  McGuire  Hall  would  be  designed 
to  provide  the  needed  space. 

The  1966-68  biennium  capital  outlay 
requests  for  the  hospital  division  is  headed 
by  a  $1,250,000  request  for  renovations 
and  alterations  to  MCV  hospital.  This 
project,  which  would  affect  most  of  the 
floors  in  the  hospital,  is  intended,  in 
general,  to  upgrade  the  facility  and  make 
it  more  efficient,  serviceable,  and  modern. 

Extensive  renovation  and  air  condition- 
ing of  the  A.  D.  Williams  Clinic  have 
second  priority  on  the  list  of  capital  out- 
lay requests.  The  request  for  this  is 
$540,000. 

There  is  also  a  request  for  $421,000 
in  the  1966-68  biennium  capital  outlay 
program  for  construction  of  a  five-story 
addition  to  the  A.  D.  Williams  Clinic 
building.

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School   of  Medicine 

In  the  last  issue  of  The  Scarab,  Dr. 
Miles  Hench,  assistant  dean  for  admis- 
sions, discussed  the  school's  raw  material 
— where  our  students  come  from.  Of 
at  least  equal  interest  is  our  product — 
where  our  graduates  go.  Our  most  recent 
sample  is  composed  of  the  78  members 
of  the  graduating  class  of   1965. 

Twenty-one  chose  to  stay  at  MCV  for 
internship,  while  19  chose  hospitals  affil- 
iated with  other  medical  schools.  The 
largest  number  of  these  went  to  Grady 
in  Atlanta,  while  others  spread  out  from 
Seattle  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
and  from  Bellevue  to  New  Mexico.  Al- 
most all  of  this  group  had  selected  special- 
ties in  which  to  continue  their  training 
and  are  now  in  straight  or  mixed  intern- 
ships. In  the  increasingly  popular  mixed 
internships  in  community  or  private  hospi- 
one  specialty  and  the  remaining  six 
months  in  any  one  or  more  additional 
specialties  they  desire. 

Twenty-seven  of  the  78  graduates  chose 
internships  in  community  or  private  hospi- 
tals, ten  in  Virginia  and  seventeen  out-of- 
state.  Nine  men  chose  internships  in  the 


Army,  Navy,  or  Public  Health  Services. 

The  next  question  is,  how  well  are 
these  doctors  doing?  We  don't  have  re- 
ports on  this  year's  crop  yet,  but  in  the 
"fitness  reports"  we  receive  each  year  on 
the  previous  year's  graduates,  it  is  rare  to 
find  one  described  by  his  hospital  as  any- 
thing less  than  a  good  to  excellent  intern. 
We  are  very  proud  of  this  record. 

We  would  like  to  know  the  answer  to 
a  still  bigger  question — what  ultimately 
becomes  of  our  graduates  ?  We  have 
fragmentary  information  but  wish  it  were 
complete.  So  please  keep  the  alumni  office 
up  to  date  on  your  activities.

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and  orthodontics.  A  dental  clinic  espe- 
cially designed  for  the  training  of  senior 
dental  students  in  the  utilization  of  auxi- 
liary personnel  will  be  a  main  feature  of 
the  new  structure.  It  will  also  include 
technology  laboratories  developed  along 
an  entirely  new  concept  and  an  enlarged 
television  studio. 

The  additional  facility  will  make  it 
possible  to  increase  our  enrollment  and 
to  establish  a  school  for  dental  auxiliaries 
for  the  training  of  dental  assistants,  dental 
hygienists,  and  dental  laboratory  tech- 
nicians. Space  will  also  be  available  for 
the  expansion  of  our  research  program. 

The  cost  of  the  proposed  second  dental 
school  building  will  be  in  excess  of 
$3,500,000.  We  have  high  hopes  that 
the  Governor  will  recommend  the  ap- 
propriation of  half  this  amount  in  his 
budget  message  to  the  next  General  As- 
sembly. An  application  for  a  matching 
Federal  grant  from  the  United  States

It  is  essential  that  this  building  be 
enlarged  at  the  earliest  possible  moment, 
according  to  MCV  planners,  to  aid  in  the 
care  of  the  some  450  outpatients  per  day 
at  the  A.  D.  Williams  Clinic,  and  to 
provide  more  space  for  more  classroom 
facilities  and  the  department  of  clinical 
pathology. 

A  request  of  §300,000  in  planning 
money  for  the  future  construction  of  a 
major  hospital  facility  is  also  contained 
in  the  1966-68  biennium  capital  outlay 
program. 

This  hospital  would  ultimately  accom- 
modate about  500  patients,  with  all  the 
needed  supporting  services  and  facilities. 
The  building  could  be  built  in  two  stages, 
say  MCV  officials,  with  the  first  stage 
being  built  during  the  period  1968-70  at 
a  total  cost  of  $6,000,000. 

The  first  stage  would  include  two  floors 
below  ground,  and  six  floors  above.  And, 
it  would  have  an  especially  sturdy  founda- 
tion to  support  upward  expansion  in  the 
future.  The  first-stage  structure  would 
have  accommodations  for  children's  serv- 
ices, the  school  of  physical  therapy,  and 
rehabilitation  and  physical  therapy  serv 
ices;  the  school  and  physical  therapy 
services  are  now  in  Memorial  Hospital 
which  MCV  is  to  turn  over  to  the  State 
The  second  stage  would  provide  for  worn 
en's  services. 

This  proposed  hospital  facility  would 
eventually  consist  of  about  336,240  square 
feet,  and  would  cost  an  estimated  $10,- 
759,680.
